'On  Friday,.,  April  8,  the  last  of 
a;  series  of  student  body  meetings 
wqs  held  in  Russell  Auditorium 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  and 
voting  on  rule  changes  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  student  ••  faculty 
meeting. 

On  Tuesday,  April  12,  at  4:10 
p.m.  representatives  from  the  fa¬ 
culty  will  meet  with  representa¬ 
tives.  of  the  student  body  in  order 
to  discuss  the  proposed  rule 
changes  and  decide  which  rule 
changes  will  be  accepted.
